A Son, of this city, died this (Monday) 
rooming at 3 o'clock at the family resi- 
dence, 542 West Prairie street, from the 
effects of pus poisoning.

Burns Hungry for Blood. 


The excitement over the attempt of 


Zora Burns' father to shoot O. A. Carpen- 
ter at Lincoln is unabated. A telegram 
states that Burns some time ago came to 
the conclusion that the corporate limits 
of Lincoln were not wide enough to affoi d 
room for himself and Carpenter, and that 
he had fully resolved if be came to town 
again he would shoot him.

Summary of Suggestions of Value to All 


Wool Growers. 


A writer in La Semainc des Con- 


structeurs referred to by the American 
Architect as "the clever 'architect of 
the beasts,' " discusses the proger,jvay 
of building shelters for sheep? "The, 
following brief summary of his sugges- 
tions is given in the Architect: 


The first criticism that he makes 


upon the ordinary close sheds used for 
the purpose is that they are not suffi- 
ciently ventilated for the health of the 
sheep. In Norway, it is said, as well 
aa in Holland, which has a much 
colder climate thanFcanee or England, 
sheep live ont of doors the year round 
without 
inconvenience; but where 


merino or other sheep of delicate con- 
stitution are kept, they should be pro- 
vided with a cover to protect them 
from the he»t of the sun in summer, 
and in winter from rain and wet snow, 
which soak their fleeces, and often 
chill them fatally. The sheds for this 
purpose may with advantage be closed 
with a wall on the north side, but left 
either entirely open, or sheltered with 
louvre boards, on the south. If built 
thus, they can be kept dry and whole- 
some 
throughout 
the 
year. 


The doors of such buildings, es- 
pecially, should be very wide and 
ought 
to open by sliding. 
Sheep 


in going in or coming out of their 
houses, crowd upon each other, all try- 
ing to get out at once; and in the 
crush the lambs are sonietimes killed, 
while the sheep nearest the sides of the 
doorway are pushed against the tim- 
bers 01 stones, and often leave tufts of 
their wool on the sharp edges, or suffer 
bruises. To prevent this in part, the 
"architect of the beasts" recommends 
that the jambs should be provided 
with vertical rollers to prevent friction, 
and facilitate the movements of the 
sheep nearest the side. With the same 
idea of preventing the cmshing of the 
animals against the jambs, a platform, 
of the same width as tho door, may be 
placed m on each side of it, slightly as- 
cending to the threshold, which ia 
raised. With these the crowding in the 
opening cannot bike place, as the 
sheep at the edges of the platform are 
pushed off before they reach the door. 
In allotting space for housing a flock, 
it may be viseful to remember that the 
shorter diameter of a sheep, or the 
space he occupies when eating, side by 
side with others, is about twenty inches, 
while the average length ia about five 
feet. The rack generally used for feed- 
ing measures about nineteen inches in 
wiath, so that twenty inches by sis 
feet seven inches will be the space re- 
quired for each animal while standing 
and eating.

possession. But there are many 
ways in which the substitution could 
have been made, without the County 
Clerk's connivance, or knowledge 
even. In discussing this question 
the Chicago Journal says : 


The question How did the rascals 


get into the County Clerk's vault ? 
is rapidly giving way to the inquiry 
Was the envelope containing the bal- 
lots of the unhappy precinct ever in 
the vault ? It is impossible to as- 
sert that it was not, but it is easy to 
see that it may never have been there, 
with or without the connivance of 
anybody in the office. 


Every one of the 261 precincts in 


the county conveys its returns.to the 
County Clerk in a pine box, about 
two feet long. The boxes began to 
come in soon after the election, and 
the last one came in at 10 o'clock 
the following Saturday night As 
fast as they came in their contents 
were removed and carried inu> the 
vault, and the pine box laid in the 
outer hall. In the vault were two 
large pine boxes, in one of which 
were put the poll-lists and tally- 
sheets, and in the other the envel- 
opes containing ballots. These two 
boxes were locked, and Mr. Gleason 
kept the 'keys all the time, and is 
sure that no one had access to them. 


All this is to no purpose. The 


work of opening the boxes and 
transfering the documents to the 
boxes within the vault was participa- 
ted in by six or seven clerks. It is 
easy to see1 that any one of these 
clerks might have taken this partic- 
ular envelope into the vault under 
the pretext of storing it away, and, 
instead of doing so, have secreted it 
about his person. He could have 
taken it home with him and done 
anything he chose to it, and when 
the Returning Board met, and he 
went to wait on it, he might have 
gone again into the vault, under the 
pretext of getting these particular 
returns, and have produced them 
from under his jacket instead of 
from the box. In this way, or in 
some similar way, this fraud may 
have been perpetrated after the re 
turns reached the County Clerk's 
office

this mean?" Some voices said: "Is tms 
all you have to say?" He said nothing 
more, except when they pulled Mm up, 
he exclaimed: 


"MY GOD I"

Omaha Charley was 


a desperate man and while many feel that 
he lolly merited such treatment, yet the 
law-abiding citizens oi the community 
deeply regret that the law was not per- 
mitted to take its due coiuse.

Mr. Davis (of 111.) advocated the com- 
mission feature of the bill, but did not 
consider the necessity for legiblaUon as 
urgent as had been represented by some 
of the friends of tho bill.

clad inflexible rnles for the regulation ol 
railroad tralllc, whenever attempted, had 
rchultcd in failure. Tho problem was 
one that only time and experience could 
solve, and Congress should go slow in 
aav legislation that would hamper the 
railroads. He believed the development 
of the country due more to the combina- 
tion of capital than to any other causQ. 
Mr. llorr opposed the bill with much 
vigoi, and obtained an extension of his 
time for an hour.

Mr. Boyle (of Pennsylvania) pointed 


out unjust discriminations iu tho bill 
which did not touch the great New York 
Central or Pennsylvania roads, which 
were located entirely in one State, while 
the Erie and the Baltimore & Ohio were

recognized the evils that existed, and if 
a proper remedy could be devised he 
would cordially support it; but he be- 
lieved cither of the pending bills wonlu 
result in greater Injury thSu the evils 
complained of.

A FAMILY BTJUNEU 'JO 
DEATH. 


Six Persons Cremated In Their Dwelling. 


PITTSVJIXH, PA., December 10.—Early 


yesterday morning an engine crew on thu 
Lchigh Valley Railroad in passing Tren- 
ton, a mining patch half a mile fiom De- 
lano, discovered a house to be on fire, 
and gave an immediate alarm. 
The 


neighbors rushed out partially dressed, 
but the occnpants oi the burning building 
it seemed impossible to arouse. Just be- 
fore the Ma/ing roof fell in the head of 
tbo family appeared at tho window with a 
child in his arms, which bo dropped out 
upon the ground.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 10.— 


Sir. Dumont, Bnpervialng Inspoetor-Gpn- 
cral ol steam vessels, has completed his 
report for the fiscal year ended June 80, 
1884. The service at that date consisted 
oJ one inndred and forty-seven officers 
and clerks. Attention is called to the 
perpetration oi Irauds in the manufacture 
o! life-preservers, and tho means adopted 
for its preveutioa in the future. 
The total loss of life during tho year 


was 271 persons, thirteen less than in the 
previous year. In this connection Gener- 
al Dumont says, bnt for the unfortunate 
accident to the steamer City of Columbus 
last January the number of lives lost 
during the year would have been loss than 
for many years past. Reference is made 
to the case with the more regret, for the 
reason that the accident could not and 
wonlcl not have occurred except for .the 
gross renrissness in duty of the command- 
ing officer of the ship, who yielded to the 
temptation of going to 
sleep while 


acting as pilot of his ship, when at the 
time she was being navigated through 
the most perilous portion of her voyage. 
This accident shows how impotent are 
the wisest precautions ol! law when their 
execution depends upon human fallibility 
and power ol endurance.
